C. Blankenship, Mr. P. K Seely 
and Prof. J. W. Sowell look part. 

Reports of the Committees were 
given. 

Mmnsib T. Scott Cusoaden (Chair- 
man), P. E. Seely, Ora H. Blaiich- 
ard, I J Witlwir and Oscar M. 
Treuke, made up the Resolutions 
Committee, aud tlie following re- 
solutions were ado{)lod by Hie 
Convention. 

Methods DsriNBD 

1. Tlie Manual Method— ^\#i)n, 
the manual alphabet, and writing 
are the chief means used in the 
inslruotlon of the pupils, and the 
piincipal objects aimed at are men- 
tal developmeut and facility in thn 
comprehension and use of written 
language. The degree of relative 
importance given to these three 
means, varies in differeut schools ; 
but ii is a diflference only in degree 
and the end aimed at is the same 
same in all. 

«. 77*« Oral jV/p/Aw/— Speech and 
speech-reading, together with writ- 
ing, are made the chief means of 
instruelion, and facility in speech 
and speeoh-reading as well as men- 
tal development and written Ian 
guHge, is aimed at. 

There is a diflference In different 
schools in the extent to which the 
use of natural signs is allowed in 
the early part of the coiirso, and 
also in the prominence given in 
writing an an inxlliary to speech 
and speech-readlDg iu the course of 
the Instraotioa; bat they are dif- 



S. Tlie, Comhmed System — Spopch 
and speech-reading are regaided as 
very important, but n^ental develop- 
ment and the acquisition of lan- 
guage are regarded as still moro 
important. 

It is believed that in some cases 
mental development and the aoqnsi- 
lion of langnat'P can best bfl pro- 
moted by the Manual or Manual 
Alphabet Method, and, no fur as 
circumstances permit, such method 
is choheri for each pupil as seems 
best adapted for his individual case. 
Speech and speech-rnading are 
tanght where the measure of success 
seems likely to justify tlie labor ex- 
pended, and in most «>f the schools 
Nome of the pupils are taught wholly 
or chiefly by the Oral or by the 
Auricular Method.— .K. A. Fay in 
the Annals.

Whereas, The educated deaf 
are best qualified to judge as to the 
excellence of this or that method of 
educating them ; and. 

Whereas, The efifect of deafnos,"* 
upon the mental condition v^iiies 
according to the degree of deafne.ss 
and the age at which it ficcurred, 
thereby causing groul extremo.s of 
intellectual grade among those so 
afflicted ; and. 

Whereas, The preceding I nets 
prevent any one method from bring- 
ing satisfactory i-esuils in ail cases ; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Nebraska As- 
sociation of the Deaf, in convention 
as.'sembled, deelares that the lUfMliod 
of education should be adapted to 
the child ; that the attempt to make 
a single method answer for all is an 
injustice to many ; an<l that the 
l)est opportunity for all the deaf to 
secure a well riiuiided education 
and that share of inlelleclnal and 
social ei'joyinent which is their 
right as rational beiitgs, is to he 
foutid in the broad gauge American 
Combined iiystem. 

Whereas, The Legislative ses 
sion of 1911 enacted a so-called 
••Oial Law" — a law oonipolling the 
use of the oral ini>tho(l above de 
scribeil, to the exclusion of nil other 
methods whatsoever; therefore, be it 

» Kesolved, liy the Nebraska Slate 
Association for the Advancement of 
th? Deaf, in convention assembled, 
in the City of Omaha, Neliraska, 
August ICfh, 1919, that all effort 
possible be made to have the above 
law r««pealed, tliereby jiermittitig 
the authorities and teacliers in 
charge of the Nebraska School for 
the Deaf freeilom in seli^ijling what- 
ever method may bo best suiled to 
the individual ohihi. It being tlie 
sense of the Convention that to at 
tempt educa'ion by legislHti(>i\ is 
in principle wiong an<l injurioMs to

Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 28, 
1919. — Conducting their sessions 
entirely iu the sign language, more 
than one hundred members of the 
Tennessee Association for the Deaf 
are holding a two-day session in 
Nashville, the opening session tak- 
ing place Thursday, August 28th, 
at the Y. M. C. A. One hundred 
and twenty were registered Thurs- 
day. Several reside in other States, 
but all were educated at the School 
for Deaf Mutes at Kiioxville. The 
Tuline Hotel is the headquarters of 
the Convention. The Association 
meets every three years, but the 
last Conveution Was held in 1913 in 
Memphis, no Conveuiion being held 
in 1916 on account of the war. 

The reunion of the members of 
the Association after so long a 
period appears to give all in atten- 
dance gre.Ht pleasure, as there is a 
constant " flow " oY conversation at 
all times, even during the talks and 
addresses from the platform. To 
the onlooker it seems a very quiet 
meeting, but a glauce about the 
room sliows almost every face ani- 
mateil and the hands busy in com 
mentiug on what the speakers are 
saying, or exchanging greetings 
with someone who has just arrived. 
And in no instance was there seen 
a sad or dejected countenance. On 
the contrai'y all the deaf-mutes ap 
peared extremely cheerful, and 
from the smiles ou their faces, it 
was evident that they were having 
a thoroughly good time '*all the 
time." 

The only spoken addresses Thurs- 
day were those of Gov. A H. 
Rolierts and Mayor Qnpton, whom 
the deaf mutes had especially desir 
eil to be present. The problem of 
making the distinguished speakers 
understood was solved when the 
services of Miss Violet Hastings, a 
long-distance operator, was secur- 
ed, as Miss Hastings was an expert 
in the sign language, her father 
having been a deaf-mute. 

An interesting feature of the 
ing session was the rendition of 
"The Star-Spangled Banner" by 
Mrs. Corey, of Montana, the patrio- 
tic song being "sung" in sign 
iangusge. The invocation by Prof. 
G. M. MeClure, of the Kentucky 
State School for the Deaf, was also 
givi»n iu the sign language. 

A matter Iu which the members 
of the association were deeply in- 
terested was that of a memorial to 
the late Supt. T. L Moses, whose 
memory is cherished by all who at 
teniled the Knoxvilie School for the 
Deaf during his connection with 
that iuBtitution. It was decided lo 
make the memorial iu the form of a 
portrait of Supt. Moses and if will 
be hung in the Knoxvilie School by 
L A. Palmer of that city who is 
the eflicient secretary of the as- 
sociation. 

Both Gov. Rolrerts aud Mayor 
Gupton, iu their addresses, not 
only assured the visitors that they 
were heartily welcomed to Nash 
ville, but also spoke of their in 
tereat in the progress of education 
deaf-mutes and assuiing them that 
they would be glad to do all they 
could iu their behalf. 

T. A. Ogilvie, chairman of the 
local committee ou arrangements, 
also extended a welcome to the 
visitors and Peicy Llgon, of 
Altanta, but formorly of Tennessee, 
responded ou behalf of the associa- 
tion. 

Other features were the annual 
address by President Warren, of 
Nashville, Secretary Palmer's ad- 
dress, a talk by Prof. McClure, re- 
port of Treasurer Lowell, of Mem-

M. McClare of the Ken 
lucky State School for the Deaf iu 
Ihe principal address of the morn- 
ing said the states are coming moro 
aud more to realize the need of 
their help in making mutes into 
valuable citizens, but that the work 
of educatiug the luutes is still iu it« 
lucipiency: 

Ho urged that the older lieaf peo- 
ple taken an active interest in en- 
couraging the children and keeping 
thorn in school as long as possible, 
that they might j)ecome well edu- 
cated and capable of makiug good 
livings. 

"The public does uot understand 



us fully," said Prof. MoClare. 
" We must make them know that 
we are like other people aud ask 
nothing from them except kind 
conslderaliOD. It is a well known 
fact that those few mutes who take 
advantage of their afliiotiou aud 
beg on the streets are despised by 
the rest of as who ai'e trying to be 
good oitiseus. 

" The Government census of 1910 
showed that practically as large a 
percentage of the deaf as of the 
hearing are gainfully employed. 
Just look at what we are : lawyers, 
authors, ministers, professors, deu- 
tists, teachers, architects, sculptors, 
artists, editors, botanists, chemists, 
draughtsmen, engravers, photo- 
graphers, watchmakers, account- 
ants, Goverumeul employes, clerks, 
copyists, printers, carpenters, tail- 
ors, frtrit-growers, dairymeu. We 
are deaf in our ear-s but not in our 
braius aud hands. 

"The deaf are ingenious, re- 
sourceful, courageous, persistent, 
self oonfldent, independent, iutelli- 
genl, industrious, law abiding and 
patriotic." 

The co-operation of deaf-mutes, 
the neceseity of character and in- 
dustry to the success of deaf-mutes 
as wage earners, aud the relative 
value of country and city life to 
mutes, were subjects of discussion 
at Thursday's session. 

A memorial address to the late 
Superintendent Moses of the Skate 
School for Deaf Mutes, at Knox- 
vilie, was given by Horace Walker, 
present Superintendent of the in- 
stitution. 

" Good lip-readers are as scarce 
as hen's teeth," said L A. Palmer, 
Secretary of the Association, when 
queried. " He, who is good at it, 
is 'divinely gifted' iu guess-work. 
He gets an idea of the subject and 
follows that with his Imagination 
rather thau watohoa the lips. Most 
mutes prefer to comiuunicate by 
means of a pad aud pencil, for it is 
a great tax on them to try to under- 
staud the movements of the lips." 

The election of officers, selection 
of the next meeting place and the 
adoption of resolutions, Friday af- 
ternoon, the 29th, brought the two- 
day convention of the Tennessee 
Association to a close. The officers 
elected are : Jesse T.' Warren, of 
Nashville, President ; Lonas Payne, 
of Pikeville, Vice-President ; L. A. 
Palmer, of Knoxvilie, Secretary ; 
Rulledge Osborne, of Wartraoe, 
Ti-easurer ; and Tom Ogilvie, of 
Nashville, and Henry Hale, of Sil- 
ver Point, Directors. The latter 
two aud the officers constitute the 
Board of Directors. Both Mr. 
Warren and Mr. Palmer were hon- 
ored with a re election. Chatta- 
nooga was chosen as tJie next odd- 
vtHition city, the Associatiou to 
meet iu 1922, as ouly three-year 
sessions are held. 

Resolutions were adopted id 
which approval was expreoaed for 
the School for the Deaf at Knox- 
vilie, aud favoring the establish- 
ment of an agricultural atatiou In 
couueotion with the iustitutioQ 
along the lines (rointed out by I^ewis 
S. Pope, ill his commuuication to 
the Aaaociation, which was read at 
Friday's session. The the adoption 
of the resolntions, the Association 
also favored the proposition to af- 
Hllate with the proposed Southern 
Association of the Deaf. In other 
resolutions, appreciation was ex- 
pre.ssed for the courtesies shown 
the viMitoi-s during their stay here. 

It was also decided to place a 
memorial portrait of the late Sup- 
erintendent T. H. Moses In the 
Knoxvilie School for the Deaf. 

Friday night, a movie show was 
given iu the Y. M. C. A. audito- 
rium, aud this evening the members 
of the Association will have a ban- 
quet at the Association Building, 
to<)ay being devoted to recreational 
features. 

An aINday outing for the Tenn- 
essee Af*sociation of the Deaf was 
held Soturday, August 30th, at 
Shelby Park, as a final feature to 
the conveutlou. 
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Thk Bntterick Publiabing Com- 
paay will employ deaf girls and wo- 
men, starting at $12 a week. No 
school girls — they most be gradu- 
ates. The work is folding and 
written instructions are given. The 
pay will be increased if the girls 
make good.

The wanderings of the Society from 
city to city to hold its annual con- 
ventions affords us opportunity for 
observing and gaining knowledge 
of the vastness and greatness of onr 
State that many of us could not 
have Uti any other way ; and, aside 
from the • these visits give 

us, they a; mportant to us as 

providing the only way for the So- 
ciety to get into direct contact with 
the people for whose cau.se it exi.sts 
and whose interests it seeks to ad- 
vance by every possible means. So 
we are right glad to come to York 
again, renew old acquaintances and 
to make new ones. Incidentally, by 
this visit, we are also genuinely 
happy to meet in his home city our 
venerable friend and fellow-member, 
Mr. Michael D. Barnitz, whose 
benefactions through the Society 
have continued through many years, 
and who, in spite of his growing in- 
firmity, has been following the So- 
ciety from city to city yearly when the 
distance was not too great. As he 
travels with difficulty and with 
help, we cannot help admiring the 
spirit of loyalty which this deaf 
gentleman has been won't to show ; 
moreover, his example is one that 
might well be followed by many 
other.s, especially the younger 
generation. May be spared to us 
much longer. 

We recall that the fourteenth 
meeting of the Society was held in 
this city of York, in 1899, and that 
it was one among the best ever held 
by the Society, both in representa- 
tion and in the amount of work 
achieved. It was attended by many 
of the leading deaf of State, which 
fact gave it great prestige, and such 
a fresh impetus was given to work 
of the Society that much good re- 
sulted. The older members will no 
doubt testify to thi.s,with n.s. How 
happy we shall be if this second 
meeting here will be equal to the 
first one. We note, however, that 
some of the more prominent deaf of 
the State are conspicuously absent 
from this meeting, which we regret.

merce of York for its willingness 
and assistance in adding to the suc- 
ce.4s of this meeting. While it is 
not the first of its kind to extend 
such courtesy and service to the 
Society, we a.ssure it that it has not 
recognized us unworthily As a 
charitable organization, the Society 
is a mo.st deserving one. The ad- 
ministration of its affairs are bared 
to the public at every annual meet- 
ing, at which time, as well as at any 
other, it may be scrutinized by any- 
one interested. We would be 
especially glad to have every Cham- 
ber of Commerce in the State in- 
vestigate this work of the Society 
for indor.sement and to increase 
public confidence in it. 

A certain well-meaning member 
has approached us and revived the 
old question of securing a State 
charter for the Society. It is true 
that the Society was incorporated by 
a Court of Common Pleas of Phila- 
delphia County, in 1891, and Article 
III of the Charter stipulated that 
" the business of the said Corpora- 
tion is to )x transacted in the City 
and County of Philadelphia." The 
member referred to construes the 
language of this Article to mean 
that the business of the Society can 
only be transacted in Philadelphia 
County and that it is illegal to trans- 
act business outside of Philadelphia 
County. 

Now, we do not share this opinion, 
and really believe that the language 
of the Article quoted above admits 
of a more liberal interpretation, for 
it says that the business " t5 to be," 
which would make it appear distinct- 
ly mandatory upon the Society. 
But, granting that the verbs in eith- 
er case equally express a positive 
mandate, it may still be shown that 
the vSociety is within its rights by 
meeting elsewhere than in Philadel- 
phia Connty. The Charter says 
nothing about where conventions of 
the Society may be held, thus leav- 
ing the place optional with the So- 
ciety; and Article VI .says "The 
government of the Corporation 
shall be vested in a Board of Twelve 
Managers, etc." So it may be seen 
that the action of a convention is 
not final because of not having the 
prerogative of governing the So- 
ciety: its chief functions are to ap- 
prove or disapprove, or ratify or re- 
ject the reports made to it by the 
Board of Managers, and to make re- 
commendations to the Board by re- 
solution or otherwi.se, which are 
always acted upon by the Board at 
its meetings in Philadelphia. 
Whenever the Board transacts any 
business outside of Philadelphia 
County, it is approved or legalized at 
the subsequent meeting in Philadel- 
phia, and this has t.>een the practice 
of the Society since its incorporation. 
It may be all right to look ahead 
for a vState charter, but we can af- 
ford to wait a while yet, fill a more 
opportune time presents itself. 
Need I remind you that a special 
committee is now considering the 
important question of whether any 
radical change in the Society is ad- 
visable. This Committee is expect- 
ed to submit its report to the So- 
ciety at the next annual meeting, 
and we should await it before con- 
sidering the matter of securing a 
State Charter. 

May we speak to you a little about 
a matter which at first thought may 
seem entirely foreign to the purpose 
of this vSociety. We believe that 
hardly anyone here is so situated 
that he feels no concern in the high 
cost of living which is causing such 
wide-spread unrest now. The news- 
papers warn us that this is a critical 
time, and it appears more or less 
true. We do not think that the 
menace of foreboding evil is greater 
than at such a time gs this. But, as 
good Americans, we ougbt never to 
consider Bolshevism as a remedy for 
of the existing evils here. 
■s is not Ku.ssia. Then why 
we lx)rrow the disorderly 
practices of an unenlightened coun- 
try to promote the peace and pros- 
perity of America ? Do men gather 
grapes of thorns? Ah ! we abhor 
the very word of Bolshevism and 
regret that it is used so freely in 
talk and by the newspapers of the 
country. We appeal to the good 
.sense of our fellow-deaf, especially 
those who are employed in big 
worlcs and factories and therefrom 



when hearing is not absolutely es- 
sential. But, for that, his lot is of- 
ten rendered more unfortunate by 
thoughtless treatment. Many a 
deaf man has had a painful experi- 
ence when applying for work. The 
employer, who has never employed 
a deaf man before, often concludes 
that the deaf applicant is an unde- 
sirable workman to have, whereas a 
trial might convince him otherwise. 
On the other hand, those employers 
who have tried out deaf workmen 
have in many cases sought more of 
them. Take, for instance, the Good- 
year Rubber Tire Company, at Ak- 
ron, Ohio, which now employs over 
four hundred deaf-mutes and is still 
advertising for more. We might 
cite other big business concerns that 
employ the deaf, but what we aim 
to say is that many other big busi- 
ness concerns needlessly discrimi- 
nate against the deaf competitor. 
If the door is opened freely to them, 
as it should be, they will be able to 
prove their worth ; but, if one turns 
out a failure, it is not proof that all 
deaf-mutes will be similar. We are 
glad to say that there are living in 
and around York City nearly half a 
hundred deaf and all of them are 
working and making a fair living. 
It may be surprising to state that 
there are very few, if any, deaf de- 
pendents on the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. Most of them are steadily 
employed ; many are property own- 
ers, taxpayers, raise families and 
make useful citizens. So give the 
young deaf man jtut out of school a 
chance I 

The Legislature, at the recent 
session, amended the Motor Vehicle 
L^ws, by incorporating in them a 
section which prohibits the deaf 
from operating motor vehicles of any 
kind. In spite of efforts made by 
the Society, through the Committee 
to Investigate L,aws that Affect the 
Deaf, Rev. F C. Smiclau, Chair- 
man, to prevent its passage (see 
report of the Board of Managers, 
page 8) it passed and thus deprived 
the deaf of one of the most exhiliarat 
ing pleasures to be enjoyed. At the 
present time there are probably less 
than a dozen deaf persons in Penn- 
sylvania who own and drive auto- 
mobiles, and the few accidents that 
have occurred hardly justify the 
drastic legislation aimed at them. 
Here again the lot of the deaf-mute 
suffer from the loss of a pleasure 
which thousands upon thousands of 
bearing persons enjoy. We are in- 
clined to think that the I^egislature 
was misled as to the facts in the 
matter, and believing so, we should 
try to have the law repealed in 1921. 
It will be a hard task to perform, 
but it may be worth trying. 

The Public Ledger of Philadelphia 
reported a new Child-Act Bill, pass- 
ed by the last L,egislalure as fol- 
lows : " July 24. — A System where- 
by handicappeid children in the 
schools of Pennsylvania may be 
clas.sified and given such special in- 
struction as their mental and physical 
condition requires is provided in an 
amendment to the .school code ap- 
proved to- day by Governor Sproul. " 
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I ware of Bolshevist propaganda — a 
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which we refer you ; our object 
here is only to tell how worth while 
the Society has proved itself to be. 
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of false prophets. Pin your faith 
now, as ever before. In your beloved 
country " for better or worse." 

We are sorry that this society is 
not in a position to do more for the 
solution of the high cost of living 
problem than to advise its members, 
as individuals, to continue as law- 
abiding citizens, and to exercise 
their right to combat high prices by 
- '-Mious, judicious and sparing buy- 
>i the necessities of life, and by 
I', without such things as are 
lecessary.

"The amendment will apply to 
all districts. Children who have 
tuberculosis and require open air 
schools ; the ones whose sight, hear- 
ing or speech is of such character as 
to necessitate special care ; the re- 
tarded pupils and the incorrigible 
will be listed and examined in men- 
tal or medical clinics." 

" It is estimated that about 150,- 
000, or 10 per cent of the school po- 
pulation of this State, would be re- 
portable." 

With this meagre information at 
hand now, we are hopeful that the 
new law will l>e found broad enough 
to include in its provisions the 
special care of such deaf children as 
can not be classed with other 
healthy, normal deaf children, and 
Ije admitted together with them in 
our schools for the deaf; for, ob- 
viously, the two classes should be 
separated. There at present four 
State or semi-State schools for the 
deaf in Pennsylvania, and they are 
not, as may be generally supposed, 
asylums for the care of all deaf and 
dumb children in the State, regard- 
less of whether normal or defective 
physically, but special institutions 
to educate those who are mentally 
capable of receiving an education on 
the same par as heariag children in 
the public schools. It Is not known 
now whether there are many such 
defective deaf and dumb children in 
the State, but whatever the number, 
we trust that the benefits of the new 
law, may be extended to them as 
early as possible. 

Tl-iC last Legislature appropriated 
something over $700,000 to the 
schools for the deaf of the State for 
the next two years. Not all of this 
big sum is for education, some being 
for frfist deficits and new buildings 
and equipment ; but still we, as a 
society, should gratefully appreciate 
the generosity of the State in pro- 
viding so well for the present and 
future educational needs of the deaf. 
We were all deeply pained when 
it became known that onr l>eloved 
friend and efficient co-worker for 
many years, the Reverend Brewster 
Randall Allabough, was called from 
his earthly labors on May 19th of 
this year. He was Identified with 
the Society since the l^eginning and 
as one of it founders, and ever re- 
mained its staunch friend. Having 
been our worthy and greatly esteem- 
ed predecessor in office, and desiring 
that his memory be fittingly and 
lovingly recalled at thia meeting, we 



called upon the following member 
to prepare a tribute to his memory 
as an expression of our esteem and 
condolence : Messrs. J. A. Mcll- 
valne, Jr., R. Middleton Ziegler, C. 
O. Dantzer, G. M. Teegarden and 
Frank A. Leitner. We trust that 
our action will merit your cordial 
approval. In view of the report of 
this Committee, we shall refrain 
from saying more now. We, how- 
ever, feel constrained to add that 
the Society has also suffered a great 
loss in the deaths of Mrs. Frances 
M. Holliday, of Pittsburgh, and 
Mrs. William Stuckert, of Doyles- 
town, both of whom were valued 
members whose memory we shall 
always cherish. 

In this address we have departed 
somewhat from our usual cour.se of 
stating work done by the Society 
since the la.st convention, and «f call- 
ing special attention to important 
facts and matters of interest ; but, 
since they are so fully given in the 
Report of the Board of Managers, 
which is printed and at your dis- 
posal, we believe that nothing will 
be missed. At any rate, the reports 
will be read to you, so that a repeti- 
tion of the facts they contain by us 
seems unnecessary. However, when- 
ever anything is not made clear, it 
is your privilege to ask for further 
information. 

In conclusion, we thank you for 
your attention tonight, and wish 
you a very successful and profitable 
convention.

" The telephone is lacking in 
commercial possibilities. Ten 
thousand dollars is mnch too large 
a sum to risk on marketing an in- 
strument that at best can never t>e 
more than a source of amusement 1" 

So declared a wise capitalist to 
whom Alexander Graham Bell offer- 
ed a sixth interest in bis telephone 
Invention in return for an advance 
of (10,000 to put the instrument on 
the market. Thus, too, did the 
aforesaid wise capitalist lose a 
chance to turn his (10,000 into un- 
countable millions. 

" Throw Bell and bis silly talking 
machine out of the window," a 
senator ordered his clerk. " If he 
comes around here again trying 
to interest me in the fool thing." 

Next Bell knocked at the doors 
of the Western Union Telegraph 
company, begging that concern to 
take a goodly slice of telephone 
stock and to launch the scheme. 

The president of the Western 
Union sent out word to the in- 
ventor: 

" What use could this company 
make of an electrfeal toy?" 

When we recall that the stook ot 
the Boll Telephone company jump- 
ed iu less than twu years from $10 
a share to $4,000 a share, aud that 
stockholders reaped $4,000,000 
dividends in less than eight years, 
it seems incredible that the solidest 
and most astute business men in 
America could uot foresee any fa- 
ture for it when they were entreated 
by the inventor to put up a few 
dollars which would bring back aa 
many millions to them. 

BBLX. WAS TEACHER OF DEAF-MUTES 

Bell came here from Scotland in 
1870 to act as school teacher to a 
class of deaf-mutes. With him he 
brought over the beginnings of a 
queer invention on which he had 
been tinkering for three years — an 
invention for transmitting artion- 
late sounds over a wire by means of 
electricity. He himself did not 
realize at first the mighty possi- 
bilities of the Idea. He planned It 
merely to help him iu the teaching 
of the deaf. 

Then gradually he began to 
evolve a wider use for the invention. 
He foresaw its boundless powers for 
talking across space, and he set to 
work with this new plan in view. 

He bad faith in himself and iu 
his scheme. But no one else bad 
faith in either. He had no money. 
And, without funds, the telephone 
could not be put on the market. 

So he began the infinitely harder 
task of floating the telephone com- 
pany be had just formed. Every- 
where he was rebuffed. The Lon- 
don TSmes commented on bis in 
vention as " the latest American 
humbug." 

DID NOT KNOW HOW TO FAIL 
Nobody oared to invest. A less- 
er man would have given op the 
struggle. Bat Bell did not know 
how to fall. He kept on — aud he 
made good. 

He owed $500 for apparatus he 
had bought. His creditor refused, 
ooutemptuoQSly, to accept fifty 
shares of telephone stock in pay- 
ment of the debt. Had the creditor 
had the sense to accept the shares 
they would have netted him some- 
thing tike $200,000 on his $500 in- 
vestment. 

But Bell's Importunity and the 
success of one or two demonstra- 
tiqus he gave, finally impressed a 
little clique of Boston men, who aa a 
" flyer," let him have enoagh 
money to put up a thiee-mlle line 
between Somerville and Boston. 

That was the start. The line's 
practical working ooavlnoed people 
that one of the greatest diaoovariea 
of the ago bad just been made. 
There was a wild scramble to buy 
telephone stock. Lines went up 
everywhere. Shares rocketed in 
value as never did " war baby " 
stocks. Bell's fame and fortune 
were assured. He made good — to 
a vaster extent than he himself had 
dared to hope.
